The = new theory ” of disease advanced by 
Prof. Sterling in a recent lecture before 
the College of Physicians in| London, as 
reported yesterday in a cable message to 
Chicago, aroused the interest/of local pa- 
thologists and physiologists. The conten- 
tion of Prof. Sterling that each organ of 
the body produces a chemical substance 
which excites other organs Into action was 
generally conceded. 

It has been accepted seiceikals by med- 
ical authorities for some time that various 
organs pour intp the blood certain secre 
tions .which affect the whole: body,’’. said 
Dr. Ralph W. Webster. “As Prof. Sterling 
says, some of these have already been iso- 
lated; others are known only theoretically.” 

Dr. W. A: Evans of the Columbus labora- 
tories said that the theory advanced by the 
London physician is practically a restate- 
ment of the doctrine of internal secretions. 

“ One exemplification of the doctrine,” said 


of food, affected by secretions of the stomach, 
in exciting the pancreas to action. The 
thyroid gland of the neck also has a secre- 
tion which is considered indispensable to the 
general welfare of the body.’’

LODZ, Russian Poland, June 23.—Fifty 


] persons were killed by troops in street battles 
today and more than 200 were wounded. 
Practically the whole working section of 
the city is in open revolt against the goyern- 
ment. 


All factories, warehouses, and shops are 


closed. The street railways are idle and all. 
means of public conveyance stopped. 


The rioters erected fifteen barricades in the | 


streets. These were stormed by the troops 
.and their capture was effected only after 
bloody struggles. 


Mobs have filled the streets in all quarters |
